it appears an abortive attem pt to deny 
the statem ents m ade in the R epublican. 
He says, “ the R epublican 
m ak es 
some 
sta rtling 
statem ents.” 
The 
statem ents w ere 
not sta rtling—they 
w ere m erely m atters of news v ital to 
the citizens 
of R ushville, 
but the 
sta rtling p art of it is, tha t the M ayor 
should come out in public p rint and 
m ak e an'unsuccessful attem p t to deny 
a palfiahle fact. 
Ho adm its that no li­ 
cense fee was 
collected, and 
that 
tick ets w ere v oluntarily given by the 
W allace shows. 
The R epublican, in its artic le said 
tha t “ it developed a t the council meet- 
j 
ing Tuesday night tha t no license fee I 
w*as 
collected 
from 
the 
W allace i 
show s;” tha t “ they offered the M ayor 
fifty com plim entary tick ets instead .” 
These charges still stand. 
They have 
not been “ boldly” refuted. 
T here is no record tha t the city 
council “ unanim ously” granted the 
W allace show's a jn-rm it to exhibit 
w ithou t a license. 
It was the M ayor 
w ho handed out the tick ets to various 
city 
officials—supplying 
some 
and 
others not. 
The M ayor says in his reply that 
“ the W allace people, in a courteous 
m anner, a sk ed thee//// ro n n n l 
to gra nt 
them the privilege of exhibiting here 
w ithou t a license fee, as they had done 
w hen here before, for the reason that 


M ayor H all, the R epublican sim ply 
w ishes to say tha t to cast personal 
reflections is neither good argum ent 
nor 
good 
journalism — not even a 
1 school boy w*ould indulge in this. 
The Independent, in its attem p t to 
j criticize the 
R epublican 
for “ d is­ 
covering” tha t instead of the licence 
fee of $20 com plim entary tick ets were 
accepted, gives the “ boy jou rna list” 
some cred it for his alertness. 
H ad 
this breach of duty been com m itted by 
a R epublican official, the Independent 
w ould no doubt have registered its 
custom ary “ k nock ” a t the party, for 
tha t is w hat it is subsidized for by 
certain D em ocratic politicians, who

ville on Sunday, 
In view of this, 
council instructed the M ayor to 
see to 
it tha t the saloons w ere k ept clewed 
yostreday, and the M ayor said that he 
would do so. 
He was ask ed to a p ­ 
point special policem en for the 
« la y . 
but aecor« ling to reports, did not do so. 
D uring the forenoon several drunk en 
men w ere ¡seen upon th© streets and 
several more w ere seen in the ev en­ 
ing. 
A lthough no arrest« waao m ade 
the au thorities claim to have evidence 
that one, if not tw o or three saloons 
were ¡open d u ring the « lay. 
D eputy 
Prosecutor. John^H . K iplinger, assist­ 
ed by A ttorney C arl V. N ipp w ere 
busy Sunday afternoon, and they are 
convineed tha t the tow n was anything 
but “ dry. ” 
A ccordingly they have decided to 
hold a court of inqu iry beginning to­ 
m orrow m orning in S quire Jack son’* 
court. 
Each man seen in a drunk en 
j condition, or w ho is snppoettd to k now 
j about certain 
saloons having 
Ih*c«i 
I o]>en w ill be subpoenae« ! and his testi- 
I tunny tak en. 
The court of inqu iry is 
lik ely to last several days. 
Y esterday the authoritiesjreeeivod in 
! form ation tha t certain saloons w ere 
« >j» en aioi they decided to investigate. 
An effort ¡was m ade to secure search 
w arrants, but w hen the au thorities 
look ed for the M ayor he was m issing, 
having left tow n early in tbe m orning 
and not re tu rning u ntil late in the 
evening. 
S quire Jack son was at R ich­ 
mond v isiting relatives and the a u ­ 
thorities w ere block ed. 
It is being openly asserted tha t the 
laws are being constantly violated and 
that the tow n is being run in a “ w ide 
open” m anner. 
Inform ation is being 
quietly gathered anti it is asserted tha t 
the grand ju ry w ill again have m uch 
to ilo w hen it m eets in Septem ber. 
If the city au thorities are unable to

began no t a seat was to be had and 
many were standing. 
Amo ng the lat­ 
ter in the back o f the theater were 
several o f the Hip Sing To ng mem­ 
bers with big 44-caliber revo lvers co n­ 
cealed beneath their flo wing garments. 
Suddenly, as the acto rs o n the stage 
reached a cl intax in the play tbere was 
a lo ud explo sio n, quickly fo llo wed by 
several o thers in the fro nt o f the the­ 
ater near the stage. 
The acto rs fled 
in terro r and the packed audience 
surged as far as it co uld to ward the 
rear, where several o f the Hip To ngs 
began an indiscriminate fusilade into 
the thro ng.

Dr. J . N. 
Hurty, secretary of the 
State board of health, is not much 
concerned over the i» o 8sib ility 
that 
Indiana w ill suffer from the yellow 
fever. 
“ It is practically impossible 
for the contagion to be started here.“ 
said he. 
“ The disease can only be 
carried bystegom ia, and we have none 
in this State; 
further it would he 
practically imi>ossible for them to be 
brought to Indiana in 'trains, hence 
we need have no fear. ’ ’ 
Dr. Hurtv says that these stegonria, 
a kind of mosquito, are sometimes car­ 
ried in coasting vessels in the fruit 
cargo, but that they are not carried 
long distances in railroad 
coaches. 
“ If *a yellow fever case, contracted 
in the infested district, would develop 
here, there would be no danger of the 
disease spreading. 
The ease would Ik* 
isolated, and there being no medium 
of carrying the infection, no new ease 
would’develop.’’ 
Dr. Hurty said that 
the talk of tho Indiana State hoard of 
health, establishing a quarantine was 
absurd.
